RAILROADS DEFENSE FACTOR. 

New York, Nov. 25.—[Gpecial.]—The im- 
portant role which the railreads of this 
country would be called upon to play in the 
event of war between the United States 
and any other power is emphasized in a 
letter from C. H. Markham, president of 
the Illinois Central rallroad, to the edi- 
tor of the Beonomic World, which will. 
appear in that journal tomorrow. 

Mr. Markham suggests that the prepar- 
edness program might provide a national 
regulation under which in the event of war 


‘the railroads could be taken over for oper- 


This would be 
after the British regulation, 
which permitted such a taking over of the 
roeds of England last year.

I do 
not say that this was done by direct in- 
fluence other than the imponderabdle and 
undefined but alwaye present and domi- 
nating fear of the Mormon chureh, and 
that the views expressed by the Supreme 
court are in consonance with the views of 
that church.”

Whitman had said the investigation was 
a farce and the accused men had done no 
wrong. He intimated that it wasinspired 
by politics. 

Witnesses Fail to Appear. | 

The meeting of the commission yester- 
day was originally calied for the purpose 
of questioning saloonkeepers and café 
owners who are supposed to have contrib- 
uted to the fund for the defense of Walter 
O’Brien. These witnesses did not appear. 
Subpenas will be issued for them today.
